Article 3- Children Unlimited- This agency provides services to strengthen families 
by promoting health, well-being, self-sufficiency and positive parenting 
through support and education. This past year, two families from Chatham 
received services. 


Article 4a &4b-Saco Valley Fire Department- This agency provides fire protection 
services for the town of Chatham. 


Article 5a &5b-Fryeburg Rescue- This agency provides emergency coverage for 
the town of Chatham. 


Article 6- Tri-County Community Action- This agency provides fuel and electrical 
assistance to low-income, elderly and or disabled people. This year they 
changed the formula that they use to determine how much money to 
request from towns. Chatham’s amount was lowered from $1,000 to $750. 


Article 7-Eastern Slope Airport- The airport is located in Fryeburg Maine. The 
funds are used for operation and maintenance costs. 


Article 8-CASA- Court Appointed Special Advocates for Children would like our 
support. They provide services for abused and neglected children in New 
Hampshire. CASA served 2 children living in Chatham. 


Article 9-Charlotte Hobb Library- This library provides people with access to their 
extensive collection of books, access to the inter library loan system, many 
adult and children-oriented programs for both fun and enrichment, 
computer stations and a versatile copy machine. 


Article 10-Brownfield Food Pantry- Southwest Oxford County Nutrition, Inc. 
helps provide food for people in need. Hours of Operation are the third 
Thursday of each month. Hours are from 12:00pm to 4:00 pm. Located at 
701 Pequawket Trail Rt. 113 Brownfield Maine. Questions, contact Roger 
Benson @ 935-2620. 


Article 11- Starting Point- This agency provided services for Chatham residents. 
Services may have included crisis intervention, court advocacy, Child 
Advocacy Center accompaniment, in-person support and numerous 
referrals to a variety of social service providers. 


Article 12- Gibson Center-The Gibson center offers programs to senior citizens 
that provide them with nutritious meals and transportation. They also 
provide social/educational programs to enable seniors to stay actively 
involved in their communities. 


Article 13- American Red Cross- In the past year the American Red Cross 
responded to 25 disaster incidents, assisting 86 residents of Carroll County. 
They installed 20 free smoke alarms, collected 1,539 pints of blood at blood 
drives and hosted courses where 1,375 residents were taught a variety of 
important lifesaving skills.

The Chatham Historical Society started off 2020 with the 4" Annual Bonfire for 
Chatham neighbors and friends. Kenyon King, our speaker, told of the evolution of Log 
House Designs, his Chatham business that employed many local people over its life. 

And then the Pandemic hit. 

Though our other events were put on hold, we remained active: collecting and 
organizing more Chatham documents, artifacts, and stories; sending out quarterly 
newsletters; and building our website. We worked on painting our building, and will 
continue with the painting project next year. 

Two awards were given to Chatham Seniors graduating from Fryeburg Academy: 
Matt Gunther and Caden Daigle. We encourage seniors to check with their school 
guidance counselors or contact the Society to get an application for the coming spring. 

Thanks to the technical expertise of some of our members, generous donations of 
Chatham artisans, and enthusiastic folks taking part, we held some very successful online 
auctions and raffles. Many items of local interest are still for sale at our schoolhouse. 

Our Ice Cream Social in August was virtual, with curb-side pick up and stories 
shared on our website. About fifty people took part in our October Tour of Little 
Chatham Road, led by Doug Burnell. We are hoping that soon we will be back to sharing 
Chatham history at public events throughout the year. In the meantime, there is lots of 
learning and fun happening on our website. 

More names have been added to our Veterans' Memorial. If you would like to 
help us remember a Chatham veteran, there are veterans from each period back to the 
American Revolution who are waiting for sponsors. 

We encourage anyone with pieces of Chatham history stored in their attics, 
scrapbooks, or memories to share them with us. We can make copies or take notes. 
Little pieces of history add up to make a fuller story of Chatham's past.

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Fryeburg Rescue Town Report for 2020 
To the citizens of Fryeburg, Brownfield, Lovell, Stow, and Chatham 


First off it’s my continued wish that you and your families are safe and healthy and 

I want to thank all of you for your continued support of Fryeburg Rescue. We could not do our 
job as well as we do without it. We appreciate your feedback and are constantly evaluating and 
refining our service to suit the changing needs of the communities we serve. 

As you know we are in the midst of one of the greatest public health crises this world has seen in 
over a century but the providers and staff of Fryeburg Rescue have met our commitment with 
dedication and vigilance. We have responded to all of our calls for service this past year even as 
we adjusted our protocols to provide the highest level of safety during this pandemic. 

Our run volume is down about 16% but we have been able to maintain our present staffing levels 
The impact of this crisis on everyone has been huge and the rising cost of healthcare and medical 
supplies hasn’t helped. Insurance companies cover less of the incurred costs leaving the balance 
to the patient, most who are already stretched thin financially, and often forcing us to absorb the 
loss. Over the past year we have taken receipt of our newest ambulance, unit 503, and we are very 
thankful for all the support we received from our fundraising campaign. We chose to refurbish, 
upgrade, and remount the serviceable back portion or “ambulance box” from our older unit 503 
on a new cab and chassis to reduce cost and waste. 

We were also fortunate to be able purchase a Lucas Device, which is a mechanical CPR device 
recently approved for use by Maine EMS thanks to a grant that we had written and we are on our 
way towards obtaining a second device, 

This past year we responded to 802 calls for ourservice. The breakdown was as follows: 517 
calls in Fryeburg, 139 in Brownfield, 88 in Lovell, 23 in Chatham, 23 in Stow and 23 mutual aid 
calls to other Towns and agencies. 

Our budget to the Towns covers only the cost our our operations; including items such as fuel, 
medical supplies, building maintenance, and utilities, Up until now our payroll and all associated 
expenses were covered by the revenues we received from billing but, unfortunately, as costs — 
including the state mandated wage increase, earned paid leave and associated employee expenses 
continue to rise, our budget is being stretched ever tighter. 

The total cost to operate Fryeburg Rescue is over $425,000.00

2020 Report on the 
Mt. Washington Valley Economic Council 


The Economic Council and the Tech Village are dedicated to providing economic, efficient and 
productive support to the local business community that helps diversify our existing retail and 
recreation economy. A tall task this year with a world-wide pandemic affecting every part of our lives. 
But on its 30th Anniversary of supporting Valley businesses, 2020 was a year of some amazing 
accomplishments. 


The 61-acre development announced a year ago by Avesta Housing Development Corp in the Tech 
Village has completed many of the approvals necessary to proceed. On its current approval path, Avesta 
should be able to break ground this spring on what will eventually be a multi-year $11 million project. 

It will include 30-40 rent and income restricted multi-family units which have been hailed as a major 
step forward in easing the affordable housing crisis in the Valley. 


On the local business front, as the Covid-19 shutdowns cascaded in late March, the Economic Council 
was center stage in the Valley by making 27 loans in under 10 days to help alleviate the financial strain 
put upon our local businesses. Those loans are all active and being paid today and it is highly likely that 
some of those businesses would have failed without the efficient and careful dispersal of those funds. 
Total loans in 2020 were $800,000. As of year-end, the Council has $1,245,000 of loans out working in 
our community. 


In cooperation with our building partner Granite State College, the Economic Council supported leasing 
space for two years to a new charter school on the business campus. All reports are that the school has 
been highly successful although the presence of elementary school children and parents’ automobiles in 
a business setting have presented some interesting challenges. 


Moving forward, the Council looks forward to resuming "live" events in the Tech Village such as the 
successful Boot Camps for businesses as well as Eggs and Issues. In the meantime, the staff and 
S.C.O.R.E. volunteers are busy being consultants and a valuable resource for startup businesses and 
those wishing to move here. 


The Economic Council is funded through a combination of grants, loan fund interest income, 
membership dues, corporate sponsorships, and town memberships like Chatham's. It is a vital part of 


our local economic development and a significant contributor to maintaining a healthy business 
environment in Mt. Washington Valley.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


This year we experienced challenging wildfire conditions which led to deep burning fires in remote locations that were 
difficult to extinguish. Your local fire departments and the Division of Forests & Lands worked throughout the year to 
protect homes and the forests. The statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers continues to operate on high fire danger 
days. The towers’ fire detection efforts are supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger is especially 
high. 


Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Every year New Hampshire sees fires which threaten or destroy structures, a constant 
reminder that wildfires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildfire from spreading 
to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining 
adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s 
Forest Rangers by being fire wise and fire safe! 


Between COVID-19 and the drought conditions, 2020 was a unique year. The drought conditions led to the need to have 
a Proclamation from the Governor, which banned much of the outdoor burning statewide. This, along with the vigilance 
of the public, helped to reduce the number of serious fires across New Hampshire. However, the fires which we did have 
burned deep and proved difficult to extinguish due to the lack of water. While the drought conditions have improved, we 
expect many areas of the state to still be experiencing abnormally dry and drought conditions this spring. For this reason, 
we ask everyone to remember Smokey’s message about personal responsibility and follow his ABC’s: Always Be Careful 
with fire. If you start a fire, put it out when you are done. “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Wildfires!”
